I h.-ive  tlio  lioiioui-  to  snhinit  to  you  my  repoi-t  upon  tlie  Health  aiul  Sanitaiy  condi- 
tion of  the  (ILstriet  for  tlie  yeavi'  1911. 

Tlie  ai-oa  of  youi-  ilisti'iet  i.s  2269  acres.  The  di.strict  is  divided  into  iSToi'th,  South, 
Ka.st,  M'est,  and  Ceutrsil  Wards  ; l>ut  foi-  saiiitiiiy  pui’poses,  tlie  liouses  being  to  all  intents 
and  pui'poses  contiguous,  it-  luiiy  be  considered  as  one  sanitai'y  area.  Only  Howe  Bridge, 
Hindsford.  and  the  West  porti^m  of  Wigun  iioad  are  at  all  separated  from  the  main  por- 
tion of  the  town,  ;ind  the  smsill  S[)ace  which  sepai'ates  them  from  the  latter  is  I’apidly 
being  filled  in  with  houses. 

The  town  lies  more  or  less  on  a slope,  which  faces  Soutli,  and  varies  from  a height 
of  2.31  feet  on  the  North,  to  102  feet  aliove  sea  level  on  the  South  side. 

The  district  lie.s  upon  the  coiil  measures,  with,  generalljy  surface  of  clay. 

The  principal  industries  ai’e  Coal  Mining  and  Cotton  Spinning,  whilst  a large  number 
of  people  are  employed  in  the  Nut  and  Bolt  industry,  and  by  the  South  Lancashire  Tran\- 
way  Company.  The  effect  of  easy  travelling  facilities  is  felt  by  the  number  of  people 
employed  in  the  district,  who  live  in  other  towns,  viz.,  Bolton,  Leigh,  and  Tyldesley,  and 
ihis  intercour.se  probably  makes  an  appreciable  difference  to  the  health  of  the  district, 
especially  with  reg.ard  to  infectious  disease. 

The  population  according  to  the  census  is  18,982,  as  compared  to  the  census  in  1901, 
the  popnlation  then  being  16,211.  The  population  is  considerably  lower  than  that 
estimated  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  viz.,  19,600. 


The  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  registered  in  the  district  nuiriher  360.  Of 
these  98  were  non-i-esidents  registered  at  the  workhouse,  and  49  residents  reported  as 
having  died  outside  the  district.  Idie  nund)er  of  deaths  properly  belonging  to  the  district 
was  311,  which  gives  a death  rate  equal  to  16'38  per  1000  inhahitauts,  as  comj^ared  to  14'67 
last  year,  12’5  1909,  lod  1908,  and  a mean  of  16'1  for  the  ten  years  1899  to  1908. 

Tlie  rather  heavy  death  I’ate  is  accounted  for  to  a large  extent  by  the  number  of 
violent  deaths,  which  include  those  at  the  Pretoria  Pit,  and  from  the  accident  at  the  Lee 
.Spinning  Co.'s  Factory.  The  total  number  of  violent  deaths  was  44,  rather  more  than  14% 
of  the  whole.  Eliminate  these,  and  the  death  rate  would  be  14'06.  A comparison  of  the 
deaths  and  rates  to  pi-evious  years  will  be  found  on  Table  I. 

The  l)irths  registei’ed  in  the  disti-ict  number  515,  gi\ing  a rate  of  27'97  per  1000,  as 
compared  Avith  last  year  26'47,  36  0 for  1909,  35'5  for  1908,  and  a mean  of  35  2 for  the 
!0  years  1899  to  1908.  (It  should  be  remembered,  in  comparing  these  rates,  that  the 
poj)idation  for  the  last  few  yeai-s  has  ])rol)ably  been  over-estimated). 

The  Infantile  Mortality. — During  the  year,  91  deaths  of  infants  under  one  yeai- 
u'ere  regi.stered,  giving  a rate  of  176'69  per  thousand  lui-ths  registered,  as  compared  with 
151T  last  year,  97  in  1909,  131  in  1908,  and  a mean  of  165  for  the  ten  years  1899-1908. 
( )f  these  11  Avere  due  to  premature  birth  and  congenital  malformations,  A\diil.st  diarrhoea 
and  enteritis  accounted  for  3(5.  In  every  hot,  dry  summer,  the  infantile  mortality  is  heavy, 
due  to  many  causes,  but  chielly  dust,  excessiA’e  feeding,  cont.aminated  food  (by  flies,  etc)., 
and  deficient  A’entilation  of  hou.ses. 

The  death  rate  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases  was  equal  to  2 5 per  1000,  as  com- 
pared to  1 '98  last  year,  POO  in  1909,  3'06  in  1910,  and  a mean  of  3'58  dming  the  teii 
years  1889-1908.  The  causes  were:  Sm.allpox  (nil),  measles  (3),  Scarlet  Fever  (1),  Whooping 
Cougli  (1),  Diphtheria  and  Dlembraneons  Croup  (4),  Typhoid  (3),  and  Diarrhoea  (36). 

The  notiiieations  of  Litectious  Diseases  number  139  ; Diphtheria  and  Membraneous 
Croup  18,  Erysipelas  32,  Scailet  Fevei-  65,  4’yphoi(l  7,  Puer])eral  Fever  2,  Pulmonary 
TMithisis  13,  and  Ojflithalmia  Neonatorum  2. 

(Measles  has  not  been  sf)  prevalent  as  in  ])a.st  years,  and  possibly  the  germicide  action 
(>t  sunlight,  of  Avhich  AA^e  ha<l  more  than  usual,  has  had  some  eflect,  as  also  the  fact  that 
the  Avarm,  diy  AA'eather  enabled  children  to  be  out  of  doors  more  than  usual  ; also  the  fact 
■ hat  a severe  e2>idemic  last  j-ear  had  affected  most  of  the  .susceptible  children. 

Sca.riet  Fever.  — One  death  out  of  65  Notiiieations  received,  of  Avhom  33  Avere 
rtmioved  to  hospital.

Typhoid  Fever. — Notifications  received  nuiuber  7,  of  wlioin  2 avere  sent  to  liospitaL 
'riiere  Avere  three  deaths.  In  a season  when  one  would  rather  liave  expected  more  tlian 
less,  the  almost  entire  absence  of  this  disease  is  a matter  for  congratulation.  It  is  necess- 
ary to  push  on  A\'ith  the  convei-sions  of  pi-ivy -middens,  to  take  drastic  steps  with  regard 
to  the  “Hy  nuisance,”  and  to  do  the  utmost  in  the  power  of  the  Sanitarv  Authoritv  to 
keep  the  water  and  milk  supply  above  suspici<m. 

Diphtheria  and  ^Jem^^ranlS©^S  Crotsp  are  responsible  for  18  notifications 
and  4 deaths.  There  has  been  no  e[)idemic,  and  most  of  the  cases  have  beeji  of  a mild 
Type.  Anti-Diphtheritic  Seiaiin  is  supplied  by  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

Whooping  Gowgh. — One  death.  Nery  few  eases  a,ppeared  this  j'ear. 

TiSbercuiar  Phthisis  has  caused  14  deatli.s,  giving  a rale  of  "73,  as  compared 
with  1'07  last  year,  0‘87  in  1909,  1‘05  in  1908,  and  a mean  of  1'03  for  the  ten  years  1899- 
1908.  The  ages  at  death  aaOII  be  foniid  on  Table  III,  ajid  it  will  be  seen  that  as  usua.l 
these  deaths  occur  at  the  age  Avhen  a man  oi'  woman  is  of  most  value  to  the  conmiunitj'. 
The  compulsory  notification  of  this  disease  has  just  come  into  force,  and  you  will  remember 
that  I reported  ujAon  the  new  Ilegnlations  and  a Memorandum  of  the  Local  Government 
Board.  I have  great  faitli  that  this  compulsoiyv  notifioation  Avill  go  a long  way  to  the 
eradication  of  this  disease.  The  Sanitary  Autliority  shoidd  insist  on  wide  sti-eets  and 
open  spaces,  take  particular  care  in  the  building  of  houses,  especially  with  regard  to  air 
space,  efficient  ventilation  and  admission  of  sunlight,  and  also  keep  strict  supervisioji 
over  the  meat  and  milk  supply. 

DiaJ'r'hoea.  arid  Ersteritss. — The  deaths  from  this  disea,se  number  42,  giving  <a 
death  rate  of  2-2  per  1,000,  and  tends  to  spoil  what  would  otherwise  lie  good  figures,  in 
both  Infantile  and  General  IMortality.  I have  already  alluded  to  this  disease  in  my  remarks 
upon  Infantile  ^Mortality. 

The  IVlsSk  Siipply  is  derived  largely  from  farms  in  the  di, strict  and  near  neigh- 
bourhood, a small  proportion  coming  by  rail.  The  faims  on  the  Avhole  are  kept  in  fairly 
good,  but  not  by  any  means  ideal,  conditions.  I have  lately  come  across  farms  in  which 
the  grooming  of  the  cattle  has  been  entirely  absent,  and  in  one  case  at  least,  from  Vvddcli 
comes  a large  milk  supply,  the  cattle  Avere  in  a filthy  condition.  I must  repeat  tlie 
opinion  expressed  last  year  that  all  farms  from  Avhich  the  milk  supply  of  a town  is  deriA'ed 
should  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  that  tOAAui,  and 
that  it  should  be  made  compulsory  that  notifications  of  infections  disease  at  any  farm 
Avhich  may  be  outside  the  district  should  be  extended  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  district  to  AA'hich  that  farm’s  milk  supply  is  supplied. 
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The  Water  Supply,  derived  mostly  Itodi  iMaiioliestei-,  (Tliirhiiere),  witli  a small 
c.nautity  from  Bolton,  is  almndant,  dut  I reo-ret  to  sa_y  tlia-t  during  the  last  year  it  lias 
not  been  free  from  suspicion.  The  Sanitary  Authority  has  doix'  all  in  it.s  jiG^s'er  to 
i-emedy  this  defect,  l.mt  it  was  necessaiy  for  a gi'eat  part  of  the  year,  to  advise  the  in- 
Imhitants  of  the  disti'ict  to  hoil  all  water  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

Slaughter  Houses  have  heeu  inspected  periodic.ally.  For  the  most  jiaid  they 
are  kept  in  good  condition,  the  floors  clean  and  well  di-aiiied,  and  the  voills  lijne-washed. 

1 again  take  this  oppoi-timity  of  thanking  those  teachers  at.  the  schools  A\'ho  ha.vi' 
i-endei’ed  invaluahle  aid  hy  early  notilication  of  infectious  diseases.  d'he.se  notifications 
are  of  th.e  greatest  a.ssistance  to  the  fdanitary  (Jftlcial.s.

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report, 

For  the  year  ending  Dece/aber  31st,  1911. 


To  the  Ch(ti)'iuan  (ual  Metnbers  of  the  Atherto}i  Ui'b(ui  District  Council. 
Oentlemex, 


It  has  j)revioasly  been  the  custom  foi'  your  Inspector  to  f'ui-nish  the  report  of  the  woi-k 
(lone  ill  liis  department  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

By  a recent  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  it  is  now  provided  that  this  annual 
Beport  shall  be  presented  direct  to  tlie  Council,  and  I now  have  the  honour  of  submitting 
tlie  same  for  your  consideration. 

As  in  previous  years  regular  inspection  of  common  yaisds,  courts,  Ac.,  Itave  been 
made,  and  the  nuisances  discoveied  liave  been  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  tlie  provision 
of  the  various  Public  Health  Acts. 

The  nuisances  were  of  a varied  nature,  many  being  of  .such  a character  as  to  require 
merely  verbal  intimation  to  the  persons  responsible  to  bring  about  the  desiicd  result. 
In  tlio.se  cases  where  the  nuisances  arose  from  .structural  defects,  or  from  the  absence  of 
.Sanitary  appliances,  the  usual  statutory  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners. 

Dui'ing  the  year  three  .samples  of  water  from  the  mains  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  Bacteriological  examination,  viz  : — Two  samples  of  the  Thirlmere  supply,  and  one  from 
the  Bolton  supjiljc 

1 purohased  eighteen  samples  of  Milk,  and  submitted  the  same  for  analj^sis  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  all  of  which  were  stated  to  be  genuine. 

■Mr.  Superintendent  Ro,ss  has  kindl}^  furnished  me  Avith  the  following  particulars  of 
the  samples  of  Food  purcliased  in  tlie  district  by  the  County  Authorities,  and  submitted  for

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All  were  stated  to  be  genuine  with  the  exception  of  one  sample  of  Milk,  which  was 
stated  to  have  been  deprived  of  29%  of  Ci’eam.  The  vendoi'  was  fined  20  - and  costs,  a 
total  of  JB3  7s  2d. 

There  are  72  Workshops  on  the  register,  including  23  bakelionses  ; these  are  all  visited 
and  inspected. 

Notices  are  sent  out  to  the  occupiers  of  the  bakehouses  reminding  them  of  tlie  pei-iod- 
ical  lime-washing.  One  notice  requiring  the  lime- washing  of  a bakehouse  was  received 
from  His  iMajesW’s  Inspector  of  Factoi-ies. 

There  are  21  shops  for  the.  sale  of  Chip  Potatoes  and  Fried  Fish.  Tliese  pi-emise.s 
have  been  inspected  and  kept  unde}'  observation.  The  majoi-ity  oie.  clean  and  well  fitted 
up,  and  conducted  as  fai'  as  is  reasonably  [)ossible  in  a propei'  manner.  Occasion;tlly 
complaiivts  are  made  respecting  the  effluvia  thei-efrom  : these  piincipally  aiise  fi'0}n  the 
burnt  fat,  &c.,  being  sjjilled  on  the  hot  I'ange. 

There  ai'e  13  Slaughtei'  Houses  on  the  registei-,  two  of  them  being  registered 
and  eleven  of  thejn  licensed  annually.  One  a[}j)lieation  for  ;i  license  foi'  a slaughter 
house  was  I'efnsed,  the  ]}remises  being  co}i,sidei'ed  unsuitable  foi'  the  piii'posc.  d’he  abi>\e 
ai’e  generally  kept  iii  good  ordei’,  being  regulai-ly  visited,  and  the  casca.ses  and  meat 
examined. 

Notices  ai-e  sent  to  the  occupiei'S  i-eniinding  them  f)f  the  ])eriodical  lime-washing, 
which  I am  pleased  to  .say  is  alway.s  pi'omptly  done. 

A large  quantity  of  iiieat  slaughtei-ed  in  other  distilcts  is  la-ought  int<j  the  town,  and 
as  far  as  practicable,  is  inspected. 

I suggest  that  as  far  as  is  pos.sible,  all  meat  should  be  effectually  covei-ed  when  being- 
conveyed  through  the  streets  from  one  jdace  t(j  auothei',  and  I may  add  that  dui'ing  last 
.summer  some  of  the  butchei'S  made  strong  co}nj)lai)ds  of  the  dust  being  blown  from  the 
streets  iiito  their  shops  and  on  to  the  meat  exposed  for  sale.  This  coukl  be  avoided  bv 
the  streets  being  watei'ed  befoi'e  being  swept. 

There  are  twenty  registered  Cowkeei^ers  and  Dairjunen,  :uid  also  eight  I’urvej'ors  of 
Milk,  residing  in  the  district;  in  addition  thei'o  are  eighteen  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and 
J^uivey(ji's  of  Milk  who  reside  outside  the  disti'ict. 

All  the  Cowsheds  have  been  visited  at  least  twice  during  the  yeai-.  The  Cowsheds 
genei-ally  ai-e  kept  in  a satisfactoi'y  condition.

A very  common  practice  of  hoiiselioldei's  is  to  leave  the  milk  jug  outside  for  the  milk, 
uncovered  and  nnprotected.  They  should  alwaj’s  be  covered  so  as  to  exclude  dust,  Ac.  ; 
in  the  houses  also,  milk  is  stored  in  unsuital)le  places,  and,  here  again  it  Ls  too  often  left 
uncovered,  and  free  access  for  Hies,  dust,  <kc.,  is  permitted.  I may  add  that  milk  vessels 
should  ahvaj’s  be  scalded  out  with  boiling  water,  and  when  containing  milk,  covei’ed  and 
\entilated. 


SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS.  TIME  LIMIT:  10  MINUTES  IN  THE  HOUR. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  reduced  the  time  limit  for  the  emission  of  Black 
smoke  from  15  to  10  minutes  dui'ing  the  hour. 

24  observations  have  been  made,  and  in  one  case  where  the  limit  was  exceeded, 
notice  to  abate  was  served  on  the  lirm. 

There  are  eight  premises  where  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  is  carried  on.  These 
premises  were  visited  frequently  during  the  summer  and  kept  under  observation.  In 
addition,  a fairly  large  number  of  vendors  of  Ice  Cream  come  into  the  district  from  other 
places,  jjrincipally  on  Sundays. 

I am  proceeding  to  make  inspection  under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  Ac.,  Act,  of 
UlOR,  and  during  the  year  I have  made  189  inspections  of  houses,  of  which  I made  reports  to 
your  Committee  on  161  of  them. 

'rwent}’  notices  alfecting  the  above  number  of  houses  were  served  upon  the  owners, 
also  seven  notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  section  94  ; and  under  section  36, 
23  notices  were  served.
